AMBASSADOR'S 
LIFE NOT DULL, 
RICE ASSERTS 


"The life of a United States 


ambassador abroad may be ex- 
hausting but it's never dull," John 
S. Rice, who last summer con- 
cluded 3V2 years as U. S. am- 
bassador to the Netherlands, told 
members of the Gettysburg Lions 
Club Monday evening at then- 
weekly dinner meeting. 


He described the responsibilities, 


both social and political, of the 
chief of the U. S. government 
in their respective foreign coun- 
tries that includes rounds of din- 
ners and receptions that Mr. Rice 
described not only as necessary 
socially but politically useful. 


He described the Dutch today 


as "probably our strongest sup- 
porters in both the United Na- 
tions and in NATO" but he spoke 
optimistically of the prospects for 
a "united, interdependent Atlantic 
community" that will include an 
economically 
independent 
West 


Europe that is demanding more 
voice in world affairs. 
PRAISE FOR STAFF 


Rice had praise for the "dedi- 


cated and loyal" members of bis 
staff of 400 at The Hague, 40 per- 
cent of them Dutch. "The mem- 
bers of our staff are well trained, 
well qualified and carefully se- 
lected. They are a highly compe- 
tent and loyal group without whom 
our embassies could not operate 
effectively," he said. 


The speaker, who is a past 


president of the club -he •was ad- 
dressing, was appointed ambassa- 
dor in February, 1961, by Presi- 
dent Kennedy and served until 
July of last year. Then he and 
Mrs. Rice visited all of the Euro- 
pean capitals except those back 
of the Iron Curtain and then made 
a 30.000-mile trip around the 
world. 


He described those years as 
three of the busiest years of my 


life." An ambassador appointment 
is a "team assignment" and is 
very demanding not only for the 
ambassador but for his wife as 
well. An ambassador, he said, is 
responsible for carrying out the 
foreign policy of the United States

during the commemoration of 
the World War I landings in 
southern France.

In the course of a fairly long 


life. I have been called many 
names; some of them reflected 
neither respect nor affection— 
and certainly were not meant 
to be flattering. 


This is the first time, how- 


ever, I have been called "poli- 
tician in residence.'' 


Many here may question my 


right to that label, measured 
either in years 01 piacuce of 
politics or in number of elec- 
tions contested. 


So, I am taking it for granted 


that Grinnell College has pinned 
this title on me on the assump- 
tion that one who has been in 
and around Washington a good 
part of his adult life should 
know something about politics. 


But I'll go farther than that. 


MUST KNOW SUBJECT 


In my opinion, every Ameri- 


can should know a great deal 
about the subject. 


As I understand the pro- 


cedure before us, I am to make 
a general presentation of my 
views on the individual citizen's 
role m the political life of com- 
munity- and nation. 


Thereafter, at closer quarters, 


I am to attempt to answer your 
specific questions, 
FUNDAMENTAL BELIEF 


No discussion of politics could 


toe useful unless all of us had a 
common and clear understand- 
ing of the kind of government 
•we are talking about! 


To start, I should stress a 


fundamental belief of mine as 
to the spirit in which the revolu- 
tionary 
patriots 
approached 


their task of founding a nation. 


They were totally convinced 


that political principles were of 
no enduring worth unless they 
had their source ia moral val- 
ues. 


In the declaration of 1776— 


the birth certificate of our na- 
tion — we find this pronounce- 
ment: 


"We hold these truths to be 


self-evident, that all men are 
created equal and are endowed 
iby their creator with certain un 
alienable rights; that 
among 


these are life, liberty and the 
pursuit (not the guarantee) of 
happiness. 


"That to secure these rights 


governments 
are 
vounded 


among men." 
KEYSTONE OF POLITICS 


myself for errors of commission 
and omission 


Fortunately. I could indulge 


in some self-congratulation on 
one decision to which I 
firmly. 


That was- 
To get a college education; 


no matter how lonjj it might 
take; no matter how difficult 
its pursuit might be. no matter 
how many temptations might 
arise to stop school and to start 
earning money.

In my cv.'n class 67 srr«ng in

considered outrageous. 


Looking back, in memory, to 


those who for one reason or an- 
other failed to win a high school 
diploma, I am happy to note 
that its lack in no wise seems 
:o have doomed them either to 
second-class citizenship or to 
unproductive and unrewarding 
lives. 
CONSTRUCTIVE LIVES 


On the contrary, in their work- 


ing years, many were often as 
constructive in their citizenship 
and successful in their works 
as those who continued longer 
in the educational process. 


To be sure, many say that 


those times were free from in- 
ternal and external crises, and 
were a sort of golden age when 
human problems were few and 
Americans were sheltered from 
anxiety. 


This would be a misconcep- 


tion. 


Around the turn of the cen- 


tury, for example, the country 
was torn by those who defended 
Washington policy and those 
who demanded our immediate 
withdrawal from the Far East 
and from the Caribbean. 


They contended that our pres- 


ence in lands alien to us was

that light, politics—the 


practical application of political 
principle to all our affairs from

It should be the business oJ 


every American. 


Out of my own experience— 


•warning you that age does not 
aiecessarily endow a man with 
•wisdom—I shall speak briefly 
on the political responsibilitiei 
of an American citizen — after 
a bit of personal reminiscence. 
REVIEWS LIFE 


In recent 
months, I have 


spent some little time review- 
ing the earlier years of my own 
life, from my first memories 
around 1895 — 70 years ago 
to *he period of World War I. 


Inevitably, as I have indulged 


in this kind of hindsight exer- 
cise, I have frequently bera'ed 
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our forebears devised for us, it is 
still true that a constantly in- 
creasing level of education is 
necessary to the effective func- 
tioning of the institution of self- 
2o\ eminent 


For one thing, as population 


goes up, the complexities of 
government 
and 
society 
in- 


crease. 


Now, 
one advantage possessed 


by the citizen of those simpler 
days was this — even 60 years 
ago the individual citizen seemed 
less lost in the mass of numbers 
than today when he is one of 
192 million Americans. 


So, I am not astonished when 


these days I frequently get let- 
ters from young people putting 
to me questions like this: 
FOREMOST QUESTION 


"What can I — one individual 


— do to further the American 
cause, to strengthen the Repub- 
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goals?" 


Undoubtedly, many of you 


lave put the same question to 
ourselves with the same eager- 


ness and a like frustration. 


Because an answer depends 


so much on personal circum- 
stances. I dare not attempt ad- 
ace except in most general 
erms. 


I presume, of course, you who 


:>ose 
this 
question 
are 
de- 


ermined to be more than pas- 
sive drifters with the current 
of the time; that you want to 
>e active citizens, fully appre- 
ciative of the great and growing 
mportance of government in 
our lives. 


I am sure you want to play 


as meaningful a role as possible 
in the affairs of community and 
country. 
OBLIGATION TO NATION 


So, I would first say your para- 


mount obligation is such prep- 
aration of yourself for the dis- 
charge of citizenship responsi- 
bilities that you may play your 
part in furthering the nation's 
purposes. 


This means that you should 


be equipped intellectually to en- 
courage and to lead those about 
you toward wisdom and decency 
and patriotism hi performing the 
duties of citizenship. 


To this end, and beyond the 


normal school and college re- 
quirements, I think you should 
studiously examine the mission 
and high purposes of the repub- 
lic:

And I think most Americans 


did work steadily to further the 
realization in dally life of the 
purposes enunciated for the re- 
public in the constitution:

tranquihty, 
provide 


for the common defense, pro- 
mote the general welfare and 
secure the blessing of liberty 
to ourselves and posterity. . . 


Had they not so worked—even 


as did their forebears through 
generations 
before 
them—the 


Republic today would not be 
engaged merely in unfinished 
business, correcting 
imperffc- 


tions m a progressive and pros 
perous and free society. 


Instead, we would be wracked 


by widespread class war and 
social feud — or would be the 
subjects of a totalitarian boss- 
dom. 
PASSION FOR FREEDOM 


In the hearts of those people 


— the pioneers — was. first a 
fervor, a passion for freedom, 
an insistence on self-reliance as 
a dynamic virtue, an intense 
faith that — under the constitu- 
tion and God — men of good-will 
could find for themselves m this 
land life more rewarding than 
in any other society on earth 


They were not a people to be 


weakened by misfortune or by 
obstacles in the path of progress. 


Second, though feu of them 


were scholars. Jiey were inter- 
ested in government. 


Thej did not shrug off politics 


as a profession, somewhat un- 
clean. 


They had biains, and they 


used them m applying to the 
hard problems before them the 
political principles of American 
life that had worked success- 
fully in earlier and like situa- 
tions

Report 11 Percent Rise In 
Monthly Payment Debts

NEW YORK (AP) — Ameri- 


cans' monthly payment debts 
are 11 percent larger than a 
year ago. Business, too, is bor- 
rowing more. New York bank 
loans to commercial and in- 
dustrial concerns 
have risen 


$1.4 billion since the first of the 
year. In the like period of 1964 
they droped by S574 million. 


The 
nation's 
commercial 


banks as a whole have been net 
borrowers for 12 straight weeks 
from the Federal Reserve banks 
to meet the demand for loans 
from business and individuals. 
When money is easier and lend- 
ing demands less urgent the 
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TLe rise in loans to business 


by New York banks of late has 
been chiefly to retail stores, 
public utility and transportation 
companies, apparel and leather 
goods producers.

Remembering that a senseless 


enemy could trigger an assault 
aimed at annihilation we realize 
that only advanced preparation 
can help us to act sanely- and 
effectively. 


Such advance preparation re- 


qunes. from government and 
private citizen alike, study, re- 
flection, nnd contemplation of 
the lessons of history — so that 
in crisis there may be promptly 
and effectively rallied a!! the 
country's strength — material, 
intellectual, spiritual. 


To 
such 
preparation 
by 


America and her citi/ens I see 
no acceptable alternative. 


We cannot trust the nation's 


fate to impulse or unstudied de- 
cision. 


Neither in crisis or in oveiy- 


day life can the great goals of 
a nation be easily achieved.

Dr. Steven Durovic, 59, dis- 


coverer of Krebiozen; Dr. An- 
drew C. Ivy, 72, chief sponsor 
of the substance and director of 
medical research at Koosevelt 
University; Dr. William F. P. 
Phillips, 52, a general practi- 
tioner who has prescribed the 
drug; and Marko Durovic, 64, a 
lawyer and Stevan's brother. 


Monday marked the beginning 


of the fifth week of the trial, 
which is expected to last about 
fixe months. Palmer, a former 
high school chemistry teacher, 
has been the only witness called 
by the government so far, but 
prosecutors say they plan to call 
100 to 150 witnesses. 


In Friday's testimony, defense 


attorney Julius L Sherwin asked 
Palmer if he knew of a clini- 
cal test involving 100 cancer pa- 
tients suggested by Dr. Ivy to 
the National Cancer Institute. 


In the test, 100 cancer pa- 


tients would be treated with 
Krebiozen and another 100 would 
receive standard medical treat- 
ment.

taken literally. 
EXPECT CRITICISM 


Dr. Eugene 
Carson Blake, 


stated clerk and chie{ adminis- 
trative officer of the church, 
said he expected attempts by 
minority factions to defer or 
amend the confession. 


Dr. Blake added, however, he 


is hopeful the proposal will 
emerge 
in 
resolution 
form, 


ready for debate during the an- 
nual Presbyterian meeting. 


A vote on the confession, the 


major issue before the assem- 
bly, 
is 
expected 
today. Ap- 


proval would only start the 
confession on a long constitu- 
tional trip, including submission 
for endorsement by two-thirds 
of 
the 
denomination, 
which 


takes two years. 
5,000 WORD PROPOSAL 


The proposal, "a brief con- 


temporary statement of faith," 
would add in modern language. 
5,000 words of Presbyterian be- 
liefs to the 10,000-word West- 
minster 
C o n f e s s i o n , the 


church's traditional guide since 
1647. 


Six other historic 
Cb.ris.tian 


statements also would be add- 
ed. 


Unlike the Westminster Con- 


fession, which declared God is 
"the author of the Scriptures,'' 
the new confessional affirms 
that men were involved in pro- 
ducing them. 


"The words of the Scriptures 


are the words of men, condi- 


tioned by the language, thought- 
forms and literary fashions of 
the places and times at which 
they were written," the state- 
ment says. 


It continues- 
"The variety of such views 


found in the Bible shows that 
God has 
communicated 
with 


men in diverse cultural condi- 
tions. This gives the church con- 
fidence that he will continue to 
speak to men in a changing 
world and in every form of hu- 
man culture "

CHEYENNE

CANADA TO JOIN 


By early 1966, after the spe-

STREAM OF DATA 


Into the combat operations 


center must flow an unending 
stream of data on aircraft ap- 
proaching North America, on 
suspicious submarines off the 
coasts, on satellites whirring 
overhead, on readings from the 
giant m i s s i 1 e-waming radar 
screens. 


The 
high-speed 
computers 


gobble up this data, along with 
inputs reflecting the degree of 
Communist military readiness, 
deployments of Red forces and 
even political factors. 


In as short a time as 11 sec- 


onds, the electronic brains can 
digest this information, inter- 
pret it and then display it on 
two screens facing the NORAD 
commander in his theater at the 
heart of the underground com- 
plex.

those on the fringe lead. All I 
can see, otherwise, is chaos and 
violence and killing." 
COUNCIL ACCUSATIONS 


The Citizens Council accured 


the mayor of "going along with 
scalawags, carpetbaggers and 
outside agitators." 


The council petition increased 


the pressure on Mayor Cutrar, 
50, who has been in the uncom- 
fortable middle between the Ku 
Klux Klan and civil rights work- 
ers for months. 


The black-haired mayor, an 


ice cream manufacturer, said 
he will not back off from his 
stand. 


Negroes makt up about 35 per 


cent of the 23,000 residents of 
this southeast Louisiana city, 
located in an area which the 
Klan claims as its own. 


At Monday night's park rally, 


big signs reading. "This park 
closed indefinitely by order of 
Commission Council" were torn 
down. 


There were cues of, "Let's go 


to City Hall." Some drove to the 
white-columned City Hall, which 
resembles an antebellum man- 
sion, but found it closed.

manner, it would also simplify 
the problems of our weights and 
measures officials."
